The 1958 Bears began training late in July at St. 
Joseph’s College in Rensselaer, Indiana. This marked 
the 15th year that the squad had made St. Josephs, 
with its vast acreage, excellent facilities, fine food and 
practice fields, the training camp. 


George Halas, returning as head coach, sent 29 
veterans, 29 newcomers and one service returnee, 
through the opening practice session, as the Chicago 
Bears inaugurated their thirty ninth vear. Missing from a year ago were Wayne 
Hansen, Gene Schroeder, McNeil Moore, Ray Gene Smith, Tom Roggeman 
and Herman Clark, who had retired, and Kline Gilbert and Ed Meadows, who 
were traded during the off-season. 


One of the hilights of the training grind was a scrimmage with the College 
All Stars, which the Bears won, 24 to 7. This tuneup aided the Stars in their 
triumph two weeks later over the Detroit Lions. The Bears continued their 
training at St. Joseph's up to the Armed Forces Game on September 12th. 


The ‘58 edition of the Bears gave evidence of “wanting to go places”. 
Veterans and rookies alike had the spirit and desire which so often marked 
Bear teams—great Bear teams. The veterans like Bill George, Fred Williams 
and Harlon Hill had as their objective—regain that Western Division champion- 
ship, and go on to the world title. The rookies and newcomers to the squad 
matched this objective with. their own aim—to carry through in the true 
tradition of the club, set through the years by Ed Healey, Bronko Nagurski 
Red Grange, George McAfee, Hugh Blacklock, Duke Hanny, and of course, 
Halas. . ~ 3 = 7 


The new Bears, just like the veterans, know that evey time a Bear team 
stepped on the field this fall it would establish a new record every time it won 
a game, scored a point, registered a first down, IN FACT—made a single yard. 

That is the story of the 1958 Chicago Bears as they make ready for the 
title race.

1952-1953 and 1954. A new era in the 
history of the Armed lorces Series was recorded in 1955 when the four great Chicago 
dailies joined together to sponsor the game. As a result of their splendid co-operation, 
the series is destined to reach new heights each year, and thus achieve a goal far ‘greater 
than the originators could visualize back in 1946. 

The twelve Armed Forces games to date have netted $509,234.20 to the official 
relief agencies of the Army, Navy and Air Force, which share equally in the proceeds. 
‘They are the Army Emergency Relief, the Navy Relief Society and the Air Force 
Aid Society. 

Specifically, the Armed Forces Game helps these official relief agencies to provide 
financial assistance to widows and orphans of servicemen ... . care and assistance 
to service personnel, to wounded servicemen and their families . . . hospital and 
medical assistance to needy families and dependents of servicemen . . . prenatal and 
obstetrical care to needy servicemen’s families . .. and cash grants to service personnel 
and dependents in emergencies.
